Congressman John B. Anderson

Dean LeFevre may not con­ 
vince you, but you will be told 
that man, as an individual, has 
failed in his economic as well 
as in his interpersonal relation­ 
ships and in each area has 
sought to bring in some outside 
control to redeem the relation­ 
ship. 
The outside control in ethics 
are imposed codes of conduct 
which usually do not work because 
man must comply, and if he has 
the self-discipline to comply, he 
had the self-discipline to act in 
accord with the code before it was 
imposed. 
When man fails to comply with 
imposed standards, force is ap­ 
plied by the state in threatening 
punishment up to and including 
death and by the church which 
may threaten to withhold the 
promise of salvation. 
In any case, when man obeys, 
it has co6t him his freedom. 
He is doing what “ someone” 
else commands him and not 
what he self-directs himself to 
do. 
What is described here applies 
equally wtih man’s failure 
in the 
market. 
It loses its free character, not 
so much because of government, 
per se, but because individuals 
no longer freely interact in the 
market but meet as “ other dir­ 
ected, 
manipulated” 
personages 
functioning controlled, and hence, 
in an unfree manner.

Freedom,’* each written by a 
different student of Dean Robert 
LeFev re. Each of the papers 
were commended by LeFev re 
and are published to show that 
he feels an indiv idual should 
in his own way , after an honest 
intellectual search, work out his 
concepts of freedom.)

Attending the course in Prax - 
iology at Rampart College gav e 
me the stimulation to further my 
studies in the concept of freedom 
Many dictionaries and ency clo­ 
pedias hav e been consulted to 
learn in what manner “ freedom” 
is therein defined. I hav e read 
sev eral books, among them being, 
“ The Story of Philosophy ,” by Will 
Durant; F. A. Harper’s “ Liberty 
A Path to its Discov ery ” ; “ The 
Law and Cliches of Socialism,” by 
Frederic Bastiat; "This Bread is 
Mine,” and “ The Nature of Man 
and His Gov ernment,” by Robert 
LeFev re. 


The definitions of “ freedom” 
were the same as my interpreta­ 
tion. They were: “ Freedom is not 
being 
under 
another’s 
control. 
Freedom is the power to say , do, 
or think as one pleases. Freedom 
is release from all obligations and 
controls. 
Freedom is total self- 
control. 
To be free is to be able to act 
or think without arbitrary restric­ 
tion. 
To be free is not to be 
burdened by obligation or debt. 
To be free is to be ex empt from 
certain impositions, such as tax es 
or duties. To be free is to be able 
to act, mov e, use—without restric­ 
tion, restraint or hinderance. 
Howev er, all these things that 
make up the meaning of freedom 
are not to be achiev ed for me at 


the ex pense of any other indiv id­ 
ual, group, or segment of society . 
For if they are then it follows that 
an indiv idual, group or segment 
of our population loses freedom. 
If we want freedom and desire it 
for our fellow man we must re­ 
spect his rights and he must re­ 
spect our rights. 
Rights 
The term “ rights” has been de­ 
fined as those qualities with which 
we are endowed at birth; 
the 
right to life, liberty and property . 
Our Constitution supposedly guar­ 
antees us life, liberty , and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
The word 
“ property ” was originally in the 
first draft of the Constitution, but 
was deleted and “ pursuit of hap­ 
piness” injected. 


The “ pursuit of happiness?” To 
me it means we hav e the right 
to work for happiness. It is not 
something to be handed to us. 
What is “ property ?” Property is 
defined as any thing that is owned 
—and it is not confined to real 
estate. 


I own my self—no one else does. 
Property has its own boundaries, 
whether it be my self—my home— 
or the land on which my home 
stands. 
Ownership is defined as belong­ 
ing to or relating to oneself or 
itself. The owner has the right 
to possess, use and dispose of 
as he sees fit. Boundaries is the 
limit of ownership. 
Now, let us dissect the meaning 
of “ freedom.” Freedom is not 
being under another’s control—it 
is the release from all obligations 
and controls. 
Obligation refers only to the 
past—and is quite different from 
responsibility which refers only to 
the future. 
Because of man-made laws 
am obliged to liv e according to 
the dictates of others. I prefer 


to be responsible only for my 
action—not for y ours—or to hav e 
y ou or the state responsible for 
me. 
Regulation 
Control is defined as to regu­ 
late financial gains, to ex ercise 
authority ov er, to curb, restrain, 
hold 
back. 
We 
are 
controlled 
from the cradle to the grav e. 
We must register all births and 
deaths. We are required to at­ 
tend school until a certain pre­ 
scribed age. 
Hav e often wondered if there 
were not such a law if our ratio 
of drop-outs would decline. Isn’t 
it possible that the goal for so 
many could be the attainment of 
the prescribed age in order to 
attain the goal of “ freedom of 
choice” —the choice of the indi 
v idual whether or not to continue 
his education? 


According to the abov e defini­ 
tions, I do not own my home, 
for I may not do with it as I 
please. Should I desire to erect 
a fence on my property —build a 
garage or an addition—I am re­ 
quired by law to ask permission. 
Permission can be refused. 


We 
are forced 
to contribute 
part of our earnings to an insur­ 
ance program, which is not in­ 
surance, but another form of tax ­ 
ation. I prefer to v oluntarily car­ 
ry my own insurance in the fr#e 
market. We are required to esti­ 
mate our income for the succeed 
ing y ear. There 
are regulations 
as to gifts of money that we 
may giv e to an indiv idual, organi­ 
zation, or institution. Ev en when 
we die, the gov ernment takes 
what 
our legislators 
say is the 
state’s just due. 
Impositions 
To 
be free is to be ex empt 
from certain impositons, such as 
tax es and duties. We hav e to pay 


a tax on ev ery thing we own— 
and annually —on top of the orig­ 
inal tax at time of purchase, we 
pay another tax , called the per­ 
sonal property tax . We are forced 
to pay an annual real estate tax , 
and to add insult to injury , if we 
make any improv ements on our 
property we are tax ed for better­ 
ing our liv ing conditions. There 
are hidden tax es on ev ery item 
we purchase. 
To be free is not to be bur­ 
dened by debt. Yet, ev ery day our 
gov ernment plunges us deeper 
into debt. In order to see that 
the multitude of laws are obey ed, 
a multitude of offices hav e to be 
created. Who pay s for this? The 
gov ernment has no money ex cept 
that which is taken from y ou and 
from me. Each new law enacted 
costs us in money and takes away 
more of our freedom. Any law 
that is enacted is beneficial for 
some — while at the same time 
discriminates against others. 
The v ery idea of being able to 
act v oluntarily and not be co­ 
erced into liv ing according to dic­ 
tates of others is an ex citing and 
stirring prospect. There are areas 
of doubt in my mind as to how 
and when true freedom can be 
achiev ed. Perhaps through educa­ 
tion? Freedom cannot be achiev ed 
by means of a rev olution in the 
sense of bodily conflict — as then 
someone would lose his freedom. 
Who am I to say that y ou or any 
group of persons is to liv e accord­ 
ing to my dictates? 


People Good 


I believ e that people are in­ 
nately good and desire to do good. 
Man has four basic motiv ations; 
the desire to prev ent loss, the de­ 
sire to promote gain, the desire 
for approv al, and the desire for 
self-approv al. 
I deriv e a sense of self-satisfac 
tion 
when 
I 
hav e 
v oluntarily

helped another indiv idual, group 
or segment of the population. I 
highly resent helping others in­ 
v oluntarily — through duress and 
force. 
I would not be afraid of free­ 
dom because of my belief in God. 
“ Thou shall not bow down to any 
grav en image” is one of His com­ 
mandments. 
Our gov ernment has been blown 
up into the image of the all-pow­ 
erful paternalistic prov ider. Be­ 
cause of man-made laws I am 
forced to bow down in obeisance. 
“ Thou shall not cov et any thing 
that is thy neighbors” is another 
of God’s commandments. Our gov ­ 
ernment cov ets the fruits of our 
labors in forcing us to giv e up 
part of our earnings. To cov et is 
defined as to desire another’s 
possessions. I am being dispossed 
of my possessions by the gov ern­ 
ment. 
Another commandment, “ Thou 
shall not steal” means to me that 
it is morally wrong and un-Chris­ 
tian to take something belonging 
to another. The right to possess, 
use and dispose of what is mine 
has been taken from me. It can­ 
not be morally or rightfully called 
any thing but thiev ery . 
Our gov ernment, today known 
as the Great Society , is herding 
us like sheep. 
I want to take care of my self. 
I want freedom of choice in all 
matters — as long as I do not 
trespass on the rights of others. 
I want to v oluntarily associate 
with others — but only — if they , 
too, desire this association, wheth­ 
er it be in matters of religion 
education, working, and all mat­ 
ters that make up our daily liv ing 
If I can liv e knowing I am fol 
lowing the laws of God and re 
specting the rights of others 
and they , mine — then I woulc 
welcome freedom with open arms 
and be unafraid. 
Bogus Bill 
Making on 
Increase 
Seek Cause of Deaths

If 
there’s one thing the Treasury 
Department dislikes, it’s com­ 
petition in one of its major en­ 
deav ors — making money . 


Despite the department’s phe­ 
nomenal success ov er 101 y ears 
in eliminating competition, how­ 
ev er, 
counterfeiting 
reached 
record lev els during the y ear 
which ended J une 30 and the 
heightened pace is continuing. 


But the Secret Serv ice, which 
was created in 18 6 5 to combat 
widespread counterfeiting, also 
had some bad news for the 
makers of phony money . It re­ 
ported record seizures and ar­ 
rests for counterfeiting during 
its last fiscal y ear. 


J ames J . Rowley , the Secret 
Serv ice director, said the major 
factor in the bogus money boom 
is the improv ement in photogra­ 
phy 
and 
printing 
which has 
made it easier and quicker to 
produce counterfeits. 
And the serv ice added that 
counterfeiters, in general, are 
turning out more phony bills per 
capjita than they once did. It’s 
siiriply a matter of running the 
presses longer. 
“ There’s 
no indication 
that 
this criminal activ ity will lessen 
in the coming y ear,” Rowley 
said. He added that the rise in 
counterfeiting generally follows 
the rise in the 
society ’s af­ 
fluence and the increase in the 
amount of money in circulation. 
At last count on Aug. 31, there 
was $38 .6 billion in paper money 
in circulation. 
Despite improv ements in the 
quality of counterfeits, they still 
fall ishort of Treasury standards 
— tne parchment, for ex ample, 
on which real money is printed 
has nev er been duplicated by 
counterfeiters. 
The 
Secret 
Serv ice 
dislikes 
talking publicly about the tech­ 
niques it uses to catch counter­ 
feiters, but tipsters and under­ 
cov er agents play an effectiv e 
part in enforcement.

Patrick’s team will be look­ 
ing, among other things, for any 
special v iruses or combination 
of v iruses that might prov e fatal 
to infants. 


Patrick 
said his team will 
start actual research work when 
special equipment arriv es in a 
few weeks. The project is being 
conducted under a $16 5,300 con­ 
tract with the National Institute 
of Child Health and Human De­ 
v elopment, part of the National 
Institutes of Health. 
The NIH said prev ious re 
search, some of which it spon 
sored, has failed to turn up a 
definite cause of the sudden in 
fant deaths. 


But these facts are known 
about the condition: 
It is most prev alent in infants 


between 2 and 4 months 
age, 
but may strike at any time from 
birth until 2 y ears. 
It does not appear to be her­ 
editary , seldom occurring in the 
sarre family twice. 
Most v ictims hav e little or no 
history of prev ious serious ill­ 
ness.

This sectio n creates a Bo ard o f Banks and Tru st Co mp anies co nsisting o f 11 memb ers, o f 
which the Co mmissio ner shall b e chairman. Fo u r memb ers are cho sen fro m the general p u b lic, and six are 
cho sen fro m b anks o f v ary ing to tal assets. 
Sectio n 79. The terms o f o ffice o f memb ers o f the Bo ard o f Banks and Tru st Co mp anies shall b e three 
y ears, the initial ap p o intments to b e staggered. No memb ers shall serv e mo re than two fu ll three-y ear terms 
o f o ffice. 
Sectio n 8 0. This sectio n sets fo rth the p o wer o f the Bo ard o f Banks and Tru st Co mp anies. 
Sectio n 8 1. This sectio n p ro hib its the memb ers o f the Bo ard fro m receiv ing any co mp ensatio n b u t 
they may b e reimb u rsed fo r necessary ex p enses incu rred in attending meetings o f the Bo ard. 
Sectio n 8 2. This sectio n limits the civ il liab ility o f the Co mmissio ner, any dep u ty co mmissio ners and 
any memb er o f the Bo ard o f Banks and Tru st Co mp anies in civ il cases ex cep t when the acts are co rru p t o r 
malicio u s o r are no t in go o d faith and are witho u t reaso nab le gro u nds.
